Last week we received some in­ 
formation from Supt, of Schools, C. 
F. Cook, about the need for better 
attendance on the part of our school 
children and what effect it has on 
our schools. 


This seems to be a continuing 
problem and we suppose that part of 
the problem is that many children 
are in school today that used to drop 
out. Years ago those children that 
did not want togo to school regular­ 
ly or those whose parents did not 
insist that they attend school just 
dropped o ut . But today with 
the 
compulsory school attendance laws 
and the need for a better 
educa­ 
tion, t h e s e youngsters remain in 
school, but they still do not attend 
regularly. 
One of the biggest problems of 
poor attendance is what the school 
people call ’losing a teacher.’ What 
they really mean is that we lose the 
state money to pay the teacher. We 
must hire teachers to teach the total 
enrollment, whether the students at­ 
tend regularly or not, but the state 
pays only on the basis of average 
daily attendance. 
What this means is that for eve­ 
ry teacher above the state’s allotted 
number the local taxpayers must pay 
IOO percent of the salary rather than 
the 25 to 30 percent. This can mean 
$4000 or $5000 more in local taxes. 
Unfortunately, for the most part 
the parents whose children miss the 
most school pay the least taxes so 
they really don’t care. 


With sickness and bad weather 
taking a heavy toll in daily attend­ 
ance, the only answer we can see is 
strict enforcement of the compul­ 
sory school law for those who miss 
without good reason. 


This law must be enforced by 
the County Judge after being noti­ 
fied by che School Superintendent. 
The penalty is imposed on the par­ 
ents. 


We feel that it is the duty of re ­ 
sponsible local citizens to see that 
this law is enforced for two reasons. 
The first is that of all the school 
children, it is those that miss the 
most that need what the school has 
to offer and the second is that their 
poor attendance places 
an unfair 
burden on the local taxpayers.

Increased Costs 
Cause Medicare 
Fees to Go Up 


Rising hospital care costs 
across the nation have forced 
Medicare’s inpatient hospital 
deductible 
and coinsurance 
amounts to be increased ac­ 
cordingly, 
announced R. R. 
Tuley, Jr., social security dis­ 
trict manager in Abilene. 
New rates in the hospital 
deductible 
and coinsurance 
(became effective January I, 
1970, he continued. 
The de­ 
ductible, payable at the be­ 
ginning of a "benefit period" 
upon entrance in a hospital, 
was increased by $8, 
from 
$44 to $52. The coinsurance, 
payable by the patient after 
the first 60 days of hospital­ 
ization, rose from $11 to $13 
per day. 
\ 
Coinsurance for the 60-day 
lifetime reserve 
(beginning 
after 90 days hospitalization) 
was increased from $22 to 
$26 daily. 
Although 
Medicare 
will 
continue to pay all Costs for 
the first 20 days in an ex­ 
tended care facility 
(skilled 
nursing home), 
the patient 
will be required to pay an ad­ 
ditional dollar a day, $6.50 
instead of $5.50 for the 21st 
through the 100th day of such 
care. 
Tuley noted that these in­ 
creased rates apply, however, 
only to benefit periods 
or 
"spells of illness" beginning 
on or after January I, 1970. 
This means that 
Medicare 
beneficiaries receiving hospi­ 
tal or skilled care in a nurs­ 
ing home on 
December 31, 
1969, will continuo to pay at 
the old rate through this spell 
of illness. The increased rates 
will apply for the next spell 
of illness, which will begin 
after they have been out of a 
hospital 
or skilled nursing 
home for at least 60 days.
